2. Claims 10-22 and 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chiappe et al. 

Chiappe et al. disclose a multi-stacker including stacker and guide frames 52 and 
movement plate 166a. Re claim 1 1, note stopper mechanism 168 of Chiappe et al. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed November 10, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive.
